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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be 
accomplished thereby: 
 
 
LB 816 imposes additional restrictions on motor vehicle and trailer manufacturers and 
distributors in their dealings with franchises.  These requirements include adhering to any 
amendments in the Motor Vehicle Industry Regulation Act or Industry Licensing Board rules 
and regulations, additional payments in the event of a termination of a franchise, and the 
prohibition of specific unfair practices and unfair methods of competition.    
 
The bill also designates Chapter 60, Article 14 as the Motor Vehicle Industry Regulation Act, 
and adds definitions for statutory clarity.   
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
